On the same territory later immigrants from Europe 
coi'itiu iii-i'd to liM- in a st: ti' of disjx r^i.'ii ,i- in the far west to-day 
Nothing serves to hinder these giants in enriching themselves and 
in civihzing themselves. Cities, the foundations for density of popula- 
tion. I'i 1 not oonu" iiniil afUTw.iril and as a niicssary i-oiisfi|iK-nctr of 
the mental state of the scattered population, of its actiuirenunts, ot its 
laws, of its institutions imported from Europe. 

.\t tlu- pri'sini (!a\ ihc I 'mu d States i - one of tbr ii.iiions of the 
world whire den>it\ ol p>>ptilation is the feeblest, and it is one of the 
highest places in the scale' of civilization. 

In the niiddli- ago> at certain epochs the density ol |.s'*iniiatinti was 
at tiiiu's <|uite a> great as in nio<lcrn times. In spite of the densi>y.of 
population, or urban concentration, witness those ages as conspicu* 
o'.is insinm es of barbarity and insecurity. 

Never in our titnes has the urban agglomeration been so coiupletc 
or so dense as during the htmdred years war. tbe most calamitous 
( pocli in our nistor>% when there was no pojuilntion livinp in the nir.il 
districts, where all classes, the farmers themselves, lived gathered to- 
gether in the narrow confines of the walls of a town or a small city. 

It is trr.i- that if there Iiad not been small cities or towns tline 
would be no Uirge cities. London had 15,000 souls. There was in- 
tinitely less difference between the size of the diyerse cities of the thir 
■ ■'■h century than there is At present. Hut what sit^nifi. ancf aftaclus 
to iliat? It signihes psychological or inicrps) cliological cauoes. re- 
ligions causes, scientific, esthetic, moral causes. 

If disi o\ erics j)ertainiiii: to nu aiis of rapid coinniiiiiication had 
not taken place in the nineteenth century we would not have sii-ji siuh 
colossal cities rise. Do not cite Babylon as a contratliction to this 
statement. Xoiliiiif; is less coinjiar-Tlih' tlian that pr.uid and iininetisc 
village with our Kuropcan cr .\meruan cilici;. It w*s railur a city ol 
Chinese sort. 

If we should wish to undertake the work of demonstrating as s 
.social .\cslor the biological genetic propensity in the progress of civ- 
ilization we must place ourselves a; the beginnings of social evolution. 

What happens when a savaj^e or h.irl'arous tribe, si:ch as still in- 
habits the Caucasus districts of l-'iirope. produces more children than 
it can nourish, because of its ignorance of agriculture and industry? 
Is it bccau-c of the sole fact of its niiiltii>lii ity. its biolo-^ical exjatision 
continuing every day, or. ofiener- ilie aj,'rKuhural or iiidustri.d prog- 
ress which permits this ever increasini; n\iml>er of mouths always to 
imd IV >hni< nt ? No. The excess of population emigrates, the tribe 
stagnates, that is all. 

The increase alone tends simply to impoverish the population, to 
rentier vit nu»re miserable the s<..-ial c<inditioa of ilic trdie fertile in 
children — namely: Sterile in ideas. It is this wliicJi lidpj>eiis in the 
lowest strata of our European populations.
